Council is being instituted. This 
council, involving alumni, community 
representatives and parents of stu- 
dents along with staff, faculty, stu- 
dents and board members, will work 
towards broadening the Redeemer 
College support base. The mandate of 
the College Community Council 
includes converting some of Redeem- 
er's bank debt to a community debt, 
expanding Redeemer's membership 
and increasing donations. td

DEPUTY MINISTER VISITS

Redeemer College took another step 
toward securing an amendment to its 
charter when it hosted the Deputy 
Minister of Colleges and Universities, 


Dr. Bernard Shapiro, on November 26. 


Dr. Shapiro's visit provided an 
opportunity to confirm his favourable 
impression of Redeemer’s academic 
program, and for officials of the 
College to again present the case for 
an amendment to the College's char- 
ter, which would enable Redeemer to 
grant appropriate academic degrees 
and to include the word ‘university’ in 
its instituticnal name. 

The bid to secure ministry approval 
of the amendment dates from 1985 
and has dragged on because approval 
would mean a change in a longstand- 
ing government policy opposed to any 
new university degree-granting 
institutions in the province, whether 
public or private. 

Momentum toward a change in this 
policy seemed to be building last fall 
when a report on private universities 
was released to the ministry in No-

Redeemer’s request has become mired 
in this larger policy framework. 

While on campus, Dr. Shapiro spoke 
with students, faculty and administra- 
tors about the policy framework. He 
hopes to have a clear policy picture by 
next summer. He also suggested 
several scenarios. Such time horizons 
have come and gone in the past; 
however, it was encou raging to 
discuss the possibility of a successful 
conclusion to the College's long battle. 

For now, Redeemer College will 
continue its contacts with the Minister, 
Dr. Richard Allen, and with other 
officials in the ministry to press the 
place of private universities in higher 
education in Ontario. Given its grow- 
ing academic reputation and its 
membership in the AUCC (Associa- 
tion of Universities and Colleges of 
Canada), Redeemer College is an 
excellent example of precisely why 
such universities should be encour- 
aged to develop in the province. As 
more and more Redeemer College 
graduates are employed and accepted 
into graduate schools in the province, 
it will become increasingly difficult to 
withhold legal recognition of what in 
fact Redeemer already is, namely, a 
Christian undergraduate university, =»

Lift Campaign Wrap Up 
The campaign is officially over. LIFT 
(Leadership Investment for Tomor- 
row,) Redeemer’s major fund-raising 
campaign surpassed its goal by raising 
over $11 million for a teacher educa- 
tion program, residences, research 
scholarships and capital debt. 
Campaign chairman, Kees 
Vreugdenhil wrapped up the two-year 
LIFT campaign at a ceremony held in 
November 1991 at Redeemer College.

Thanks to LIFT, Redeemer was able 
to begin an elementary education 
program in September 1990 and 
purchase materials for a teacher 
resource centre. Presently the educa- 
tion department consists of two 
professors with a third hired for 1992,/ 
93. The department has already gradu- 
ated 17 students in education and 
anticipates 21 graduates in 1992. LIFT 
also matches an external private grant 
(approximately $115,000 annually for 
five years) to Redeemer’s Pascal 
Centre for Advanced Studies in Faith 
and Science. The money is used to 
research the relation of the Christian 
faith and science. Currently eight 
projects are in various stages of com- 





pletion. The Pascal Centre is sponsor- 
ing an international conference on 
science and belief to be held at Re- 
deemer College in August of 1992. 
This five-day conference with keynote 
speakers from Scotland, England, 
United States, Germany and The 
Netherlands is being organized for 
scholars with a professional interest in 
the relationship between science and 
belief. 

As well, LIFT is funding the automa- 
tion of Redeemer’s library. The library 
index is being transferred from cards 
to a computerized system and the 
library has purchased a computerized 
periodical index system, which ac- 
cording to Dan Savage, chief librarian, 
is in constant demand by students and 
faculty. LIFT payments have also 
helped service interest costs and have 
financed the building of townhouses 
for singles and a block of apartments 
for married students. 

Donors to the campaign have con- 
tributed 25 percent of the money 
already and pledged the rest over a 
five-year period—although the present 
economic situation is making it diffi- 
cult for those who pledged, to meet 
payments on a timely basis. >

Redeemer rates have been set for the 
1992/93 academic year at $2,725/ 


semester for tuition and $1,850/ 
semester for food and housing fora 
total cost of $9,150. Students who 
choose to pay for the entire year in 
September get a $200 reduction in 
tuition. This tuition rate does not 
include Student Senate and other 
student fees amounting to approxi- 
mately $295.
